The chairman of the Canadian wheat 
board says grain is moving out of Canada 
at the rate of 50,000,000 bushels a month. 
The present difficulty, he says, is to get as 
much grain to the lakehead terminals as 
can be shipped out before the lakes freeze. 

Of direct interest to Alberta is the 
statement that because of drought Aus- 
tralia will not be able to meet the demand 
for wheat in the Pacific area. Canadian 
wheat will accordingly move west to Van- 
couver and thence to oversea points where 
it is needed. 

As the westward movement can go on 
in winter, it is to be hoped this will get 
under way quickly.

A delegation from South Africa is vis- 
iting Canada on a scouting mission, The 
delegates are looking particularly for op- 
portunities to secure building materials, 
and mining and other industrial machinery 
in the after-war years, on a large scale. 

The Government of the Union has a 
nation-wide housing plan on its reconstruc- 
tion schedule, and proposes also the exten- 
sive modernization of mining equipment 
and the industrial set-up generally, 

Much—or nothing, of course—may 
come of the survey. It is another welcome 
indication that forest products and indus- 
trial products will be in demand when peace 
returns, and that Canadian interests will 
have a chance to find buyers abroad for the 
output of their war-expanded plants. 

It carries also another significance, in 
the nature of a warning that unless Can- 
ada is to risk danger of a timber shortage 
later on, we had better get busier than we 
ever have been in preserving our forests 
from waste and producing new ones. If 
even far-off and sparsely settled South 
Africa wants Canadian building materials, 
the demand from more populous countries 
nearer the Dominion will be many times 
greater, while the home demand is bound 
to break all records,

Clearing Off Arrears 


It is expected that by the end of this 
year “current” arrears of taxes in Edmon- 
ton will have been whittled down to $250,- 
000. At the end of 1943 the amount was 
$696,000, and it was $1,000,000 four years 
ago. 

“Current” arrears are unpaid taxes on 
property which is in possession of private 
owners; a8 distinguished from arrears on 
property which has been forfeited to the 
city. That current arrears are being so 
rapidly reduced is evidence that property- 
owners are now able to pay, and have re- 
covered from the fatalist notion of depres- 
sion days that property was not worth pay- 
ing taxes on. 

The serious part of the arrears problem 
is the other part. The city owns some 38,- 
000 lots which were forfeited for non-pay- 
ment of taxes in bygone years, Against this 
property there is charged up an amount of 
between four and five million dollars. That 
the city can ever recover the whole amount 
is a purely speculative question. 

The best thing to do with these lots is to 
get them back into private ownership as 
quickly as possible, They will then produce 
tax-money, while at present they produce 
none, Sold on building conditions, they will 
atso add to the city revenue the taxes col- 
lectible from the houses or other buildings 
placed upon them, 

This restoration of forfeited property to 
the taxable category is one of the important 
items in restoring complete solidarity to 
the city’s financial position, The city coun- 
cil should see if some means cannot be 
taken to speed up the sales, 
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What Inflation Means 


While the last of the enemy troops have 
been chased out of the mainland of Greece, 
the troubles of that unfortunate country 
are not ended. Inflation remains, so serious 
thet a recent despatch said stores in Athens 
we-e closing because confidence in Greek 
money had disappeared, 

The drachma, normal value slightly 
less than 20 cents, has dropped to the 
meaningless ratio of 22,000,000,000,000 to 
the British sovereign, $4.87. This despite 
the fact that Greece has a gold reserve of 
£43,000,000 held abroad, and is certain of 
some sort of stabilizing aid from the Allies. 

From Chungking comes news of a sim- 
ilar state of affairs. The Chinese dollar has 
slumped to the rating of 200 to the United 
States dollar. A cup of tea, it is reported, 
costs 81x or seven Chinese dollars, while 
3,000 of them are required to pay for a pair 
of shoes. This despite the efforts Wash- 
ington has been making to put a floor under 
Chinese currency 

These extremes serve to remind Cana- 
dians of how important it was that controls 


were established early in the war to pre- 
vent an inflationary spiral getting started 
in this Dominion, Perhaps the buying 
power of our dollar would never have ap- 
proached the low levels of Greek and Chi- 
nese money, but the hardship imposed upon 
people of all classes would have been in pro- 
portion to its shrinking value. 

There is a timely reminder also that one 
way to help keep inflation from getting 
under way is to buy Victory Loan bonds.

In a war in which millions of men 
have been killed, it might seem tri- 
vial to mourn the horses and dogs 
and cattle that have Jost their lives 


To do so might be a tiresome para-

Correspondents who agree on 
nothing else will agree that one of 
the most touching sights of this war 
met their eyes as Gen, Patton's ar- 
mor rolled into Avranches. Re- 
treating to Rennes the Germans 
had made an overnight stand there 
They had mounted 88's and rocket 
guns on the steep hills of the city 
overlooking the valley of the River 
See.

As we drove across the tiny river 


| we could see five of our tanks ly- 


| touched our hearts 


ing in the green, swampy meadows 
knocked out, burned out and still 
smoking Men had been killed 
there. 

On the Germans we had wreaked 
carnage beyond descriptions as 
they fled in and out of Avranches. 
On the twisting hillside trails our 
air force and artillery had caught 
the enemy and pinned him down. 
The ditches were littered with dead 
Germans and the roads with their 
Stolen horses and wagons. The sun 
was bright and the stench was un- 
bearable 

And then we turned a sharp up- 
hill curve and saw something that

Normandy farm the Gesmans had 
stolen a fat black mare and her 
| skinny sorrel filly, The mare lay

Responsibility for such scenes 
must be placed upon the Germans 
who started the war and plundered 
the countries they invaded. Being 
short on motor transport, the Ger- 
mans stole most of the horses and 
wagons in Normandy and _ else- 
where, That the farmers would be 
handicapped without their horses 
was no concern of the master race. 
|The worst slaughter occurred in the 
Argentan-Falaise, where the Ger- 
mans made one of their blunders 
With the Americans, British and 
Canadians drawing a nodse around 
them, the Germans misjudged the

Unfortunately, there were six 


thousand horses trapped with the 
Germans, and there was no escape 
for them either. At one time one

Lifting the embargo on export 
of cattle to the United States was 
recommended by the agriculture 
section of the Edmonton Cham 
ber of Commerce to the Dominion 
department of agriculture, it was 
announced at a chamber meeting 
Tuesday afternoon 
Recommendations were also made 
fo the provincial minister of agri 
culture concerning cattle sickness 
The section recommended the pre- 
sent investigation regarding cattle 
sickness, haemorrhagic septicaemia 
and coccidiosis, be pressed with 
vigor. In addition, it was suggest 
ed that all cattle offered for sale 


be inoculated and that at least two 
weeks clapse between inoculation 
and shipping dates, and that all 
cattle inoculated be tagged, giving 
information regarding the type of 
serum used ' >! 

A further recommendation was 
made to provincial authorities 
Suggesting that the government 
pass an Animal Diseases Act, pro 
viding legislation covering the pre 
vention, treatment and control of 
all animal diseases,

Bee Hives Gain
